With  this  year  has  come  the  neces- 
sity for  much  needed  repair  to  the 
building.  A coat  of  asbestos  roof  ce- 
ment has  stopped  all  leaks  in  the 


roof,  some  brick  work  has  been  done, 


the  furnaces  repaired  and  a contract 
let  for  painting  the  outside  wood  and 
cement  work  The  inside  walls  also 
need  recaleimining. 

Six  sections  of  double  stack,  two 
wall  stacks,  two  tables  for  reading  and 
reference  rooms  and  bases  for  catalog 
cases  have  been  bought.  Another  six 
section  stack  is  needed  and  additional 
shelving  in  the  children's  department 
and  for  newspaper  files. 

On  account  of  the  expenditures  ter 
repair,  fewer  books  have  been  acf&ed 
this  year  and  circulation  has  slightly 
decreased.  [Reference  and  reading 
room  use  has  been  specially  good,  but 
no  accurate  count  of  the  number  of 
persons  using  the  library  for  reading 
and  study  has  been  kept.

umes  have  been  added  during  the  year, ! 
230  bought,  115  given  and  24  bound; 
78  volumes  have  been  lost,  worn  out 
or  burned.  The  number  of  volumes  in 
the  library  at  present  is  7,868;  244  vol- 
umes have  been  rebound  and  449  men- 
ded. 

Sixty-eight  periodicals  are  received, 
53  by  subscription  and  15  by  gift. 

The  addition  of  the  Debaters'  hand- 
book series  has  made  more  readily  ac- 
cessible a much  used  supply  of  materi- 
al. The  Index  to  short  stories  and  the 
index  to  fairy  tales  have  also  been 
valuable  aids.  The  card  index  to  the 
Southwestern  Historical  Quarterly,  be- 
gun last  year  by  the  History  Depart- 
ment of  the  High  School  under  the  di- 
rection of  Miss  Harriet  Smither,  has 
been  nearly  completed. 

Twenty-one  thousand  three  hundred 
and  seventy-four  volumes  have  been 
loaned  for  home  use  during  the  year; 
14,076  to  adults  and  7,298  to  children. 
About  80  volumes  have  been  loaned  foi 
the  term  to  the  High  School  Library 
and  to  teachers  for  class  use. 

Attendance  at  story  hour  from  Octo- 
ber to  May  hag  averaged  40  children. 
Monthly  programs  have  been  arranged
